REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Note that, the Examiner's Amendment is sufficient to place the instant claims in 
condition for allowance. 
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Of the references of record, the most pertinent is Bertrem et al (US 
2002/01 60924). Bertrem et al teach a composition suitable for the cleaning of the 
exterior surface of a vehicle comprising an anionic surfactant, chelating agent, and an 
anti-soiling agent, soil suspending agent or mixtures thereof. See Abstract. Suitable 
chelating agents include aspartic acid, glutamic acid, etc. See para. 18. However, 
Bertrem et al do not teach or suggest aspartic acid or glutamic acid having the specific 
molecular weight as recited by the instant claims. 

None of the references of record, alone or in combination, teach or suggest a 
method of cleaning a means of transport with a composition containing a tertiary amine 
oxide and at least one of an alkali metal salt of polyaspartic acid or polyglutamic acid 
wherein the amine oxide and acid salt are present in a weight ratio of 10:1 to 3000:1 as 
recited by the instant claims. Accordingly, since the prior art fails to teach or suggest a 
method as recited by the instant claims, the instant claims are deemed allowable.
